JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21— 
The Hilsman bill to keep unrep- 
resentative and irresponsible mi- 
nor political parties off the ballot 
in Missouri elections was unani- 
mously approved last night by the 
House Elections Committee. 

The bill, recently passed by the 
Senate 23 to 0, now goes to the 
House with the committee’s rec- 


ommendation that it be enacted. 
It probably will be called up for 
passage when the House returns 
to work Dec. 4. 

The elections committee ap- 
proved the measure without 
change following a hearing, al- 
though several proponents and op- 
ponents urged that the proposal 
be liberalized so it would e easier 
for minor parties to run candi- 
dates and retain their places on 
the ballot. 


Author Opposes Changes. 

Senator William E. Hilsman of 
St. Louis, sponsor of the bill, op- 
posed any relaxation of restric- 
tions. Such a change, he said, 
would destroy the us principal 
objective of preventing misuse of 
the ballot by irresponsible and 
subversive third party candidates.

In a speech to the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Press Association, Austin de- 
nounced Russia’s proposals to out- 
law atomite weapons as a “simple- 
simon plafi” that even a first year 
physics student would recognize 
as “sheer nonsense.” 

He said the United States “ac- 
tually has real hope that Russia 
eventually: will agree to real dis- 
armament when it realized that 
the democracies are too strong to 
be attacked. 

Czechoslovakia, meanwhile, gave 
the U.N. the first Soviet bloc re- 
ply to the western disarmament 
proposals—a mild, generalized 
statement that the plan was not 
acceptable because it does not 
call for immediafe prohibition of 
atomic weapons.

AM glad to be here tonight. 
You know, I just flew up here 
from Key West, and I’m going 
to fly back down there tomorrow. 
“I have left Washington a good 
many times for a one-night stand 
somewhere else; but this is the 
first time I have ever come to 
Washington for that purpose, 

I want you to know I am happy 
to do it. I am delighted to speak 
to this crowd of Democrats—espe- 
eially at a dinner given by such a 
fine group of Democratic women. 

ides, Mrs. Truman made this 
gear for. the two of us; 
and, when I havé a date with her, 
I keep it. 

I’ve been having an interesting 
time at Key West—and have been 
doing some things that I don’t 
have time for in Washington. For 
one thing, I have been getting 
some extra sleep. You know, the 
President usually has so much 
work to do,that it keeps him busy 
all-day and most of the night. 

Interest to All. 

Down at Key West, I have also 
had more time than usual to think 
about some of the things that lie 
ahead of us. 

One of the things I have been 
thinking about is next year’s elec- 
tion. I am sure that is a matter 
of considerable interest to all of 
you people here tonight. It’s a 
matter of considerable interest to 
me, too, and that’s what I want 
to talk to. you about. 
| I’m not going to make any an- 

nouncement about who the can- 
didate will be, although I do have 
some ideas on that subject. What 
I want to talk about tonight is the 
broad picture of what this elec- 
tion means. I want to talk about 
where this nation stands in the 
world and about what the future 


holds in store for us. I want to wi 


impress upon you, if I can, just 
how important that election next 
year will be. 

In a presidential election, we 
' do more than choose between the 
candidates — we also choose a 
course of action for our country 
to follow in the next four years. 
That is a matter for every one of 
us to consider very seriously and, 
I am sure, prayerfully. A wise 
choice can do much to insure the 
prosper-ty and security of our na- 
tion. A mistake in a presidential] 
election can cause the country un- 
told harm. 

Election of Harding. 

You remember what .happened 
in 1920. When the people voted 
for Harding, that meant a tre- 
mendous change in the course the 
United States was following. It 
meant that we turned our backs 
on the new-born League of Na- 
tions. It meant that we tried to 
isolate ourselves—we simply shut 
our eyes to the international facts 
of life. | 
‘Well, it didn’t work. The 
United States was a major world 
power in 1920, even if it did not 
act like one. I think most people 
now recognize that the country 
chose the wrong.course in 1920 
—and that choosing the wrong 
course then hed a lot to do with 
the eventual necessity of fighting 
the second World War. 

Now, that is an example oi 
why a presidential election in this 
country is so vitally important. 
It affects the future of every citi- 
zen, and our national position in 
the world. I hope that we will 
never repeat the mistake of 1920. 

The course America chouses in 
1952 will be even mure important 

than the choice in 1920. That is 
because of the great change 
which has taken place in our po- 
sition emong the nations of the 
world.

We have now achieved a posi- 
tion of leadership in the world 
that gives us opportunities and 
responsibilities never before 
equaled in human history. 

I think we should all under- 
stand that. There is: so much 
carping criticism nowadays about 
what’s wrong with the country 
that people don’t seem to think 
much about what’s right with the 
country. You. hear it on every 
hand: “The trouble with. the 
country today is this” and “the 
trouble with the country is that.’

French Plea for Help. 

France has told the United 
States, according to these sources, 
that its anticipated dollar earn- 
ings are such that it will have 
to cut imports and reduce its de- 
fense operations unless special 
help is forthcoming promptly. 

Congress this fall voted a mu- 
tual security appropriation total- 
ling $7,328,000,000. While the 
bulk of that was set aside for 
the purchase of military, equip- 
ment to be furnished. to. Amer- 
ica’s Allies over the world, $1,- 
027,000,000 was earmarked for 
economic’ aid—primarily for West- 
ern Europe. 

Officials said certain required 
expenditures out of this econom- 
ic aid fund leave a net amount 
for distribution among United 
States Allies in Europe of $950,- 
000,000. 

Congress also specified that up 
to 10 per cent of the. military 
equipment funds might be divert- 
ed to economic aid, a net of about 
$580,000,000. | 

Funds Lacking. 

The $1,022,000,000 voted for 
economic assistance was almost 
$700,000,000 less than. the Admin- 
istration had asked for: Officials 
described that.as one of theirp) 
difficulties. 

Several weeks, ago, mutual se- 
curity officials made tentative al- 
locations of the $950,000,000-fund 
for 13 countries considered. eligi- 
ble and in need. 

Also tentatjvely, officials had 
decided ‘that” the ' $580,000,000 
which they could divert from mil- 
itary to economic assistance. pur- 
poses should ve held in reserve 
until a current survey of the 
North Atlantic defense effort, 
now under way in Paris, is com- 
pleted. 

None of the allocations made 
to date provide help for Britain. 
The extent of Britain’s needs is 
reportedly not yet known in 
Washington. The mutual security 
bill. made no. specific provision 
for aid to Britain. 

The French crisis-was deseribed 
as the first to present itself clear- 
ly and specifically, .The- only 
question still. to. be. determined 
apparently is not whether the’ 
French will get United States aid, 
but how much and where it .will 
come from. 


CHARLES COOLIDGE TAKES OATH

settlement, founded a couple of 
years ago by ninety-odd Ameri- 
can Zionists. ;

genuinely moving in this dedicat- 
ed monastic living, so utterly out- 
side the experience of most 


Americans. 

Yet to the American newly-ar- 
rived here, there is something 
grimly moving, too, about the 
moldering ruins of the Arab vil- 
lage, for these ruins must surely 
sevre a constant reminder that 
the now cultivated by the kib- 
butz members gave a living, not 
long ago, to men of a different 
race. 

What happened, the Minnesota 
boy is asked, to the village and 
the Arabs who lived in it? 

The Arabs, he says, ran away 
during the Arab-Israeli war. 

As for the village, it was dyna- 
mited after the Arabs ran away. 


}This was the policy of the govern- 


nt, he says wryly to “dissuade 
the Arabs from returning. 

What does he think of this mat- 
ter of the taking over of Arab 
land? Does it ever worry him 
and the other members of the 
kibbutz? 

This question, the boy from 
Minnesota answers simply, used 
to trouble them all deeply, both 
as Americans and as Marxists 
(for this, like the majority of the 
agricultural collectives, is a left- 
wing kibbutz). They would ask 
each other the question, and 
never find a really satisfactory 
answer, but that was only at the 
beginning. Now, hardly anybody 
thinks about it any more. 


There is something grim yet 


nation involved taking over the 
property and livelihood of hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. 
No doubt there was no other 
way, yet a nation so founded is 
by the very nature of things con- 
demned to live for a very long 
time as an island in a sea of hate 
and fear. 

This hate and fear, according 
to those who know this area best, 
is no simple matter of the mouth- 
ings of an occasional demagogue 
or fanatic.

The Arab reaction is as under- 
standable in its way as the des- 
perate need and the terrible 
memories which drove the Jews 
into establishing, for the first 
time in 2000 years, a state of 
their own.

“And the total bill, please?” 

“Not more than $1.50, madam, and 
thank you very much.” 

Prices are a little 
high this year, aren't they?”

After a week of’ confused news dispatches and 


public emotion, it is still impossible to get a. 


clear picture of the atrocity killings in Korea. 
Three facts do; however, emerge. 

One is that the United Nations Command does 
not know for certain how many American prison- 
ers have been killed. Another is that Col. James 
M. Hanley did not state correctly what the com- 

_™mand does know. Another is that the way in 
which this story was handled reflects credit 
neither on the U.N. command nor on most of 
the press. bat. ee 

Let us look at the whole amazing story. Last 


week Col. Hanley held a press conference at 


which he made this statement: 


Available information shows that the 
North Koreans have wantonly killed 147 
American prisoners since Nov. 1, 1950. The 
record shows that the Chinese have killed 
2513 (United States) prisoners since Nov. 1, 
1950. . . . These figures compiled by the 


United Nations Command are far from.com- . 


pies, but show a record of killings and bar- 
arism unique even inthe Communist world. 


That was the beginning of the story. There 
were no qualifications, no reservations, no hint 
that “the record” Col. Hanley: cited ‘may not 
have been factually verified. 

To supplement Col. Hanley’s repgst. of 2660 
American prisoners killed since the Chinese en- 
tered the Korean war in Nov. 1950, The New 
‘York Times reported from Tokyo on the same 
day that the number of U.S. prisoners killed 
prior to November 1950, was estimated at more 
than 300. That would have brought the total for 
the whole war to about 2960. 

Next day, however, Col. Hanley himself re- 
vised this figure sharply upward. In press inter- 
views he estimated that not 300 but 3610 Ameri- 
can prisoners had been killed prior to November 
1950. That brought the total for the war to 6270. 

Then came Gen. Ridgway’s first statement, 
apologizing for any anguish caused relatives of 
missing soldiers, regretting the manner of the 
disclosure, but noting that “God in his inscru- 
table way chose to bring home to our people and 
to the conscience of the world the moral prin- 
ciples of the leaders of the forces which we 
fight in Korea.” 

The Associated Press reported that this state- 
ment of Gen. Ridgway’s “verified the Commu- 
nist atrocity killings.” As a matter of fact the 
statement did not verify the 6000 total figure, 
which was always the heart of the story. It was 
because of this obscurity, apparently, that de- 
fense headquarters in Washington called on 
Gen. Ridgway for a second statement, which he 
has now made. 

Again he stops short of verifying the 6000 
figure, but again he gives it currency. He says 
365 American prisoners are dead as a result of 
verified atrocities, and that “there is consider- 
able evidence to justify a presumption of death 
by atrocity of a large number which may ap- 
proximate 6000.” 

Between “considerable evidence to justify a 
presumption” and Col. Hanleys’ talk of “avail- 
able information,” “the record shows,” and “fig- 
ures compiled by the United Nations Command” 
is a discrepancy ingxcusably wide. 

Nor does the memes end there. In his 
original statement Col. Hanley said the largest 
number of Americans known to have been killed 
by the Chinese was a-group of 200 Marines 
killed Dec. 10, 1950. Now Lt. Gen. Lemuel C. 
Shepherd, Marine commander in the Pacific, is 
quoted in an interview in Tokyo as saying that 
there were no Marines among the atrocity vic- 
tims mentioned in Col. Hanley’s report. 

If 6000 American prisoners have been mur- 
dered, this means that 60 per cent of the 10,836 
Americans now reported missing are not coming 
back. That is a shocking figure if true, but the 
country has not yet been informed that it is 
true. Until the truth is known, there is no 
justification whatever for a policy of fixing in 
the public mind the figure of 6000 atrocity 
deaths.

Not News in Boston 

At our latest report, no newspaper in Boston 
had printed the news of John H. Crider’s resig- 
nation from the post of editor-in-chief of The 
Boston Herald. That is, no Boston newspaper 
except The Christian Science Monitor which is 
an international journal rather than a local 
newspaper, 

Whatever else Mr. Crider’s resignation is, it 
is news. He gave up his high-ranking place in 
New England journalism in protest against the 
refusal of his publisher, Robert B. Choate, to 
print an article which Mr. Crider wrote about 
Senator Taft’s new book on foreign policy. He 
said that though he favors Gen. Eisenhower, he 
bent over backwards to be fair to the Ohio 
Senator.

The irresistibility of Gov. Smith’s income tax 
rebate plan, the authorship of which is now 
being claimed by the Missouri. Public Expendi- 
ture Survey, was demonstrated when the House 
Committee on Taxation reported it unanimously 
with a recommendation that it pass.

In short, the Governor proposes to meet all 


appropriations, to set aside $20,000,000 for an_ 


emergency cushion, to give the schools about a 
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million dollars extra, and then to rebate some 
~ $7,000,000 on the income tax. 3

view of this bounty, arri just as the primary 
campaign for United States Senator were begin- 
ning, he approached the campaign with a warm 
feeling in his heart for Gov. Forrest Smith? And 
if Gov. Smith happened to be a candidate for 
Senator in that campaign, who could blame him 
if he chanced to profit from this widespread 
feeling of simpatico among income taxpayers? 

As a matter of fact, Gov. Smith’s rebate plan 
has a good deal to be said for it on merit.

Attorney General.J. Howard McGrath has done 
nothing to promote public confidence that the 
federal tax scandals will be cleaned up by, 
naming Ellis Slack to succeed T. Lamar Candle. 

President Truman himself had to fire Caudle 
as head of the Justice Department’s tax division. 
Now McGrath has picked, as Caudle’s successor, 
another man who has demonstrated less interest 


in aiding investigation of tax frauds than in pre- 


venting them. 

Like Caudle, Slack tried to interfere with 
Chief Judge George H. Moore’s investigation of 
tax fixing and tax evasion in St. Louis. Like 
Caudle, Slack insisted there was no need for a 
grand jury inquiry. Like Caudle, Slack main- 
tained that these cases should go through “regu- 
lar channels,” which had regularly led nowhere. 

The Justice Department even dispatched Slack 
to St. Louis where he tried to put a blanket on 
the Moore inquiry. Slack personally suggested 
the first report of the grand jury, and it was a 
whitewash. Only Judge Moore's righteous anger 
and determination led to further investigation 
and the final indictment of James P. Finnegan, 
former revenue collector. 

To date the tax fixing scandals have caused 
30 men to leave the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
one way or another. Only Caudle has left the 
tax division of the Justice Department. The 
jurisdictional distinction is between tax fixing 
and a bureaucratic attempt to ignore it. And on 
this point Caudle and Slack were twins of 
timidity. 

So Attorney General McGrath has hardly im- 
proved his department’s reputation. For he was 
the boss both of the-man whom he did not fire 
and the man whom he named to the vacant post. 
He was in charge when Caudle and Slack inter- 
fered with the St. Louis inquiry. And in the 
end he was responsible for the blanketeering. 

The public might expect the Truman Adminis- 
tration and its Attorney General to show a clear 
and immediate desire to get off the hook of 


scandal. The Slack-for-Caudle substitution indi-. 


cates no such desire. 
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Judge Hulen Overrules a Motion 

Everyone, except the defense counsel, will 
agree that Federal Judge Hulen was right in 
overruling the motion to dismiss the indictment 
of former Revenue Collector Finnegan. 


-Had Judge Hulen sustained the motion, there 
would be no trial on the present charges. 
Since the judge has overruled the motion, Finne- 
gan must now appear for arraignment Friday 
in Judge Hulen’s court. 


There will be plenty of time to pass on the 
question of Finnegan’s guilt on charges of bribe 
taking and misuse of this office as collector of 
federal taxes. He may now have his day in 
court—or as many days as it takes to present 
the evidence for and against him. 

Judge Hulen’s ruling is an indication that 
there will be fairness for all, for the defendant 
and for the public which has the largest stake in 
the outcome.

DULUTH, Minn.,, Nov. 21 (AP)

er who was revived from apparent 
death after a trip to the canvas 
last night regained consciousness 
today and probably will fully re- 
cover, one of his doctors said. 

With 10 second remaining in 
the fourth round, Laverne Cole 
St. Paul, Minn., crumpled and 
became unconscious.

Possibly the most essential o 
all the requisites of duck hunting 
is the art of calling—‘sweet talk- 
ing” those ducks right down on 
top of the blind. A good caller 
is a rare jewel and a poor one is 
an abomination.

“hail call,” and the “Ione duck.” 
A good feed caller triple-tongues 
the caller like a hot trumpet play- 
er in a dance band. He makes it 
ehatter and sing with dulcet tones 
which ascend upward and say in 
no uncertain tones, ‘“Soup’s on— 
come and get it!” The hail call 
is loud and demanding and insist- 
ent. When the flight turns and 
swings backward toward the 
caller there is a gleam of satisfac- 
tion in his eye as he reduces the 
volume and wheedles and cajoles 
the flock to “light and hitch, 
stranger.”

JEFFERSON ‘CITY, Nov. 21— 
Appointment of a joint comrfittee 
of circuit judges and members of 
the bar, to make a study of sim- 
plification and standardization of 
instructions given by judges to 
trial juries in Missouri, and rec- 
ommend reforms, was announced 
toda.

They show what.the newspaper described as the “revolving sun" phenomena at 
Fatima, Portugal, in 1917. L'Osservatore Romano described the photographs as of rigorously authentic 
origin, It said the pictures showed "both the black mark (arrows) in the sun, produced by its very rapid 
rotation, and the position of the sun itself, almost on the-horizon: a position entirely impossible in the hour 
in which the photographs were taken, that is precisely at 12:30." According to Roman Catholic records, on 
Oct. 13, 1917 crowds at Cova di Iria, Portugal, near the Fatima shrine, saw the “revolving sun" miracle and 
some ‘succeeded in fixing the exceptional scene” with their cameras. Cardinal Federice Tedeschini, speaking

Marriage Handicap

HE’S an attractive girl; but if she has hysteria, Ronald 
S will be wise to date someone else. 

“T need a little information, Dr. Popenoe,” he writes. 
“I moved with my parents to a small town last year, and 
soon began to go with an attractive girl.whom I met through 
my business. She is well on toward 30; I’m 32. She comes 
from a good family, and my parents both liked her. She 
is a good talker, friendly and outgoing in her manner. 

“She told me she had delayed marriage because of 
various illnesses. She rather gave me the impression, without 
saying it in so many words, that marriage would cure all 
her difficulties! Then my mother brought home the informa- 
tion that the physician who is treating this girl said she 
had hysteria. My mother got it from a woman who got it 
from the girl’s mother. 

“What does that mean, Dr. Popenoe? She has never 
been hysterical when I was with her. At least, not that 
I could see. I understood that hysterical people weep, laugh 
wildly, wring their hands and carry on extravagantly. I've 
never seen such behavior in her.” 

* * * 

AND YOU PROBABLY NEVER WILL, Ronald. Hysteria 
and “being hysterical” are two different things and it’s 
unfortunate that they are so often confused. Hysteria is 
a mental or emotional disease, occurring mainly in women; 
and it’s one of the greatest possible handicaps to marriage. 

Three Boston psychiatrists have recently published a 
study of 50 women with hysteria whom they had studied 
carefully. Symptoms appeared at an average age of 19. The 
main symptoms are “symptoms” — in other words, the 
patient is always complaining that there is something the 
matter with her, but physicians can’t find anything physically 
wrong. | 

Usually the history shows she has had trouble in school, 
at work, and in marriage. The average number of symptoms 
among these patients was 23! The symptoms are largely in 
the nature of headaches, blurred vision, lumps in throat, 
palpitation of the heart, “anxiety attacks,” nausea, dizzy spells, 
fainting and disturbances of the reproductive organs. If one 
symptom is “cured” or disappears, another immediately takes 
its place.

' THREE-FOURTHS of these women had had surgical 
operations of various kinds. The married ones found the 
physical side of marriage repugnant, almost without exception. 
They are a constant source of difficulty and expense to those 
on whom they age dependent, as well as to themselves. 

Hysteria is generally considered to be a set of habits, 
formed in childhood. The little girl finds she can get more 
attention or avoid responsibility and discipline, by pretending 
to be sick. The pretense soon becomes so real that she can’t 
tell the difference. It’s not easy to cure such a person — 
the symptoms are too satisfying. The safest thing is not to 
marry her.

It's That No One Plan Can Apply to Everybody; Some Simple Diet Guides

Thou shouldst eat to live, not 
live to eat.—Cicero. 


F all the food fanatics who 
J ever dished out dietary advice 

to the American public were 
laid end to end—it wouldn't be a 
bad idea. 

We're counseled to eat meat 
and not to eat meat, to eat noth- 
ing but vegetables and to feed 
vegetables to the rabbits, to drink 
sour milk and to pour it in the 
pigs trough. 

One faddist exclaims over the 
nutritive sublimities of wheat 
germ and yogurt, another sings 
the praises of brewers’ yeast, and 
a third rhapsodizes abut pow- 
dered skim milk and blackstrap 
molasses. 7 ; 

On looking up blackstrap mo- 
lasses in the world book encyclo- 
pedia I find that its principal 
uses are “to feed farm animals, 
for fertilizer, and to distill rum 
or alcohol.” Hm-m-m. 

efore you try any reducing 
diet, see your doctor. He will 
tell you that the only safe way 
to reduce is to reduce slowly. 


Let’s begin with a few simple 
facts. First, food is necessary to 
life (how simple can you get?); 
second, food is expensive (what 
isn’t?); third, you’ve got to have 
it anyway. - 

Now that that’s settled—the 
next thing to be determined is 
what and how much food to eat. 
This, obviously, depends to some 
extent upon who.you are. Men 
eat more than women; fat folks 
eat more than skinny ones; adults 
eat more than babies; teen-agers 
emt more than their grandparents; 
amvd—to hear their mothers tell 
it—most small children refuse to 
eat at all. 

There is no one rule which can 
be applied to everybody. This 
seems almost too obvious to men- 
tion, yet the food faddists blithely 
ignore it. They continue to dog- 
matize about the matter, forcing 
us to swallow new foods and the- 
ories daily. 

Despite the fact that no single 
food can be recommended for 
everyday (even milk upsets some 
people), at the same time there 
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are foods which the majority of 
us should have every day, or 
nearly every day. 

Here they are, with the mini- 
mum amounts recommended by 
most authorities (for adults): 
Milk (or milk products ice cream, 

cheese, etc.) — —1 pint a day 


Eggs (fresh, of course)—5 or 6 
a week. 


Bread and Cereal—either one, 
whole-grain or enriched, every 


meal. 

Meat (or fish or poultry)—1 serv- 
ing a day. 

Potatoes — 1 serving a day. 

Other Vegetables (both green and 
yellow) — 1 of each every day. 

Fruit (especially citrus)—2 serv- 
ings a day. 

Fats (including butter and mar- 
garine)—1 tablespoonful a day. 
Eat the above foods in the 

amounts specified and you won’t 

haye to werry about whether 
you're getting enough proteins, 
carbohydrates, vitamins, or min- 
erals. 

Don't worry if you skip one or 


two occasionally, or if you don’t 
always eat exactly the quantities 
recommended. You dcon't have to 
take each item in its natural 
state, either. If eggs don’t like 
you, for instance, you can pick 
up your weekly requirement in 
cakes or custards. 


If you hate milk, substitute 
cheese, or a few dishes of ice 
cream. If you're an expectant 
mother, tell the milkman to 
double your milk order. If you're 
” expectant father—congratula- 
ticns. ° 


Unless you prefer the looks or 
the taste, don’t worry about 
whether your vegetables are 
fresh. Both the canned and frozen 
variety are just as good for you. 
The same thing goes for fruits. 
Incidentally, include tomatoes un- 
der this category, too. (Never 
mind what you think—the United 
States Supreme Court has ruled 
that they’re a fruit.) 

An important point to keep in 


mind when considering your diet 
is the fact that ample amounts 


of good food won't assure your 
being well-nourished. It must be 
the right food. More than one 
$50,000-a-year executive is suf- 
fering from malnutrition. 

Don’t swallow your food whole. 
Take your time—and chew. If 
you're like most people, you have 
no teeth in your stomach. And 
remember that saliva was put in 
your maccees - — 


AT your meals at regular hours 
—three times a day. One big 
meal sandwiched between a 
couple of snacks may make trou- 
ble for your heart. 

Have a good breakfast. Don’t 
forget that you’ve been fasting all 
night. You need some food in 
your stomach to start the day 
right. For those in sedentary oc- 
cupations this means, according to 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion’s Council on Foods and Nu- 
trition, not just a piece of toast 
and a cup of coffee, but somb- 
thing like the following: 

A little fruit or fruit juice, 
some cereal, bread and butter 
(toast it if you like), an egg (if 
you can afford it), and something 
to drink (not cocktails). . 

Milk or cocoa are the preferred 
breakfast beverages, but you can 
have coffee if you want to—only 
limit your daily quota to three or 
four or, at most, five cups. 

Don’t eat when you're over- 
tired; don’t eat when you’re wor- 
ried or otherwise emotionally up- 
set; and don’t overeat. How many 
really old fat men or women 
have you ever: seen? - 

Above all, enjoy your food. 
Season your meals with a little 
conversation and laughter. They 
both help digestion. A sour dis- 
position makes for a sour stom- 
ach, 

So far as anyone knows, there 
is nothing nutritionally objection- 
able about vegetarianism, though 
it’s difficult to see much point in 
it—unless you’re % lover of ani- 
mals, that is. If you can get 
enough proteins, fats, carbohy- 
drates, minerals, vitamins, etc., 
you can eat alfalfa, for all I care. 
And you'll probably be just as 
healthy as the next fellow. 

All right, so George Bernard

66 (VETTING down to bedrock” 
Gis an expression without

“ ‘No, No!’ continued Tennes- 
see’s partner hastily, ‘I'll play 
this yer hand alone. I’ve come 
down to the bedrock; it’s just 
this: Tennessee thar, has played 
it pretty rough and expensive, 
like, on a stranger. Now what’s 
the fair thing? Some would say 
more, and some would say less. 
Here’s seventeen hundred dol- 
lars in coarse gold and a watch 
—it’s about all my pile—and 
call it square.’” 

The beloved American author, 
whose poems and novels are stiil 
read, though he died 50 years ago, 
knew well the characters of whom 
he wrote; he himself had lived 
in the West and dug for gold 
there. And in these quoted lines 
you have the color and the flavor 
of the setting in which “bedrock” 
was as indigenous as its soil, of 
the time and the environment in 
which ths expression started, 
though who may first have made 
metaphor of it we do not know, 

Harte’s writings were popular 
also in England, where some of 
his works were published, and 
where he spent the last years of 
his life. This may explain the 
term’s contemporary appearance ° 
in Britain, where “bedrock” was 
American for “‘stonehead.”

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Playing Canasta to Win |

ANASTA is basically a four- 

hand partnership game, but 

nevertheless it numbers many 
millions of adherents who play 
and enjoy the two-hand form. 
(They took it up as a welcome 
relief from Gin Rummy, which is 
a wonderful game but which they 
had been playing for eight or 
nine years.) 

The two-hand- game is much 
like the four-hand game in its 
underlying strategy, but there is 
one great difference. [n four- 
hand play you often meld to help 
your partner get the pack. In 
two-hand play you have no part- 
ner, and it seldom pays to meld 
unless you can get the pack at 
the same time. 


You need 90, and could make it 
with the absolutely ideal combina- 
tion—joker and two aces. 

But why do it? Your opponent 
will probably freeze the pack 
promptly (in two-hand Canasta 
deuces are often discarded merely 
as safe discards, or for want of 
any card that can better be 
spared). Then he could safely 


throw aces and you wouldn't be 
able to take them. 

There is plenty of time to meld. 
At the early stage of the play, 
every meld removes from your 
hand cards that later might be 
valuable for getting the pack— 
and in two-hand Canasta getting 
the pack is the whole thing. So 
you hang on to your melds until 
you can take the pack with them 
—or until your opponent gets 
ahead and you can g¢ out. 

Question: Dealer exposed a 
card in dealing. In accordance 
with our usual practice, he took 
the card back, shuffled it into 
the remainder of the deck, and 
replaced it with another card.

HERE HAS ALWAY BEEN a streak of maverick in me 
T wnier admires mavericks, and although I would like to 

smash the medium that carries this maverick’s wares to 
the nation—I refer to the juke-box—I got to admire a brash 
young rascal named Bob Merrill for taking strong hold of his 
life and bending it around to suit him. 

Merrill is a carroty-headed young lout who has recently 
made himself a lot of fame and more money as a writer of 
the semi-hillbilly, or multiple-abrasive hit tune, which gurgles 
from every juke box in the land. That he is the top song- 
writer, from a popularity standpoint, over the last year or so 
does not surprise him.

He has been an 
actor and a soldier and a dishwasher and a hitchhiker and 
a porter and a radio writer and a movie director. But he has 
turned that Tennessee twang into a young mint... only be- 
cause he watched the phenomenal success of a horror called 
“Goodnight, Irene” and decided that was money in lugubrious 
corn. 

I would say there is a broad swath of ham in young Mr. 
Merrill, who ran away from home at the tender age of four, 
carrying only a loaf of bread and a bottle of catsup. His 
musical training ended rather abruptly then, when his har- 
assed mama busted his junior-grade fiddle, he says, over his 
truant backside. He and the truant officer eventually became 
close friends, since he took off for far parts on an average 
of once a month during his adolescene.

Reflections of Kindness My Day

ANY PEOPLE who are 
very kind in their own 
homes and offices can be- 


come very unkind and selfish 


once they get behind the steer- 
ing wheel of an automobile. 

This is probably due to the 
fact that in their own ‘home 
they are known; in the auto- 
mobile they have the advantage 
of anonymity and hence can 
be almost brutal without the 
fear of discovery. To be kind 
out of fear of others think- 
ing we are unkind is not real 
kindness, but rather a disguised 
form of egotism. 

The word “kindness” is de- 
rived from kindred or kin, and 
therefore implies an affection 
which we bear -naturally to 
those who are our flesh and 
blood. 

The original and archetypal 
kindness is that of a parent 
for a child and a child for a 
parent, an idea which is pre- 
served in the German language 
where Kind means child. 
Gradually the word gained in 
extension until it embraced 
everyone whom we are to 
treat as a relative. Unkindness 
is therefore unnaturalness.. 


s 2? 


BECAUSE kindness is relat-' 
ed to love, it follows that the 
kind person loves another not 
for the pleasure the other per- 
son gives, nor because the 
other person can do us a kind- 
ness in return, but because the 
other person is lovable in him- 
self. The basic reason why 
everyone is lovable is because 
God made him. If we were 
evolved from the beast, none of 
us would be deserving of any 
love. 

Since God finds us lovable 
because He put some of His 
love into us so we can find 
others lovable, because we put 
some of our love into them. 
But to do this implies a basic 
kindness which is always pre- 
pared to be pleasant with oth- 
er people. 

If we start with the belief 

that most people in the world 
are crooks, it is amazing how 
many crooks we find. If, how- 
ever, we go into the world with 
the assumption that every one 
is nice, we are constantly run- 
ning into nice people. 
To a great extent the world 
is what we make it. We get 
back what we give. If we sow 
hate, we reap hate: if we scat- 
ter love and gentleness we 
harvest love and _ happiness. 
Other people are like a mirror 
which reflects back on us the 
kind of image we cast. 

The kind man bears with the 
infirmities of others, never 
magnifies trifles and avoids a 
Spirit of fault finding. He 
knows that the trouble with

that they are unloved. No one 
cares for them either because 
they are ugly or nasty, or trou- 
blesome, or so-called bores. To 
a great extent their character 
is made by the resentment they 
feel to others who are unkind. 
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ONE OF LIFE’S greatest joys 
comes from loving those whom 
no one else loves. Thus do we 
imitate Our Heavenly Father 
Who certainly cannot sec much 
in any of us creatures that is 
very attractive. : 

It is curious that most people 
are more kind to the blind than 
they are to the deaf. Aristotle 
commented upon this, saying 
that sight is the most spiritual 
of all the senses and hearing 
the most material. For that 
reason we are more moved by 
sympathy towards those who 
afflicted in the most spiritual 
way. This psychological ex- 
planation, however, in no way 
justifies a want of kindness to 
either. 


Kindness towards the afflict- 
ed becomes compassion, which 
means a suffering with, or an 
entering into the distress and 
the pains of others as if they 
were our own. It enlarges the 
interest of the heart beyond all 
personal interest and prompts 
us to give either what we have 
in the form of alms, or the giv- 
ing of one’s talents as a doctor 
may treat a poor patient, or the 
giving of one’s time which is 
sometimes the hardest thing of 
all to give. 

The truly compassionate and 
kind man who gives up his time 
for others manages to find time. 
Like the bread, miraculously 
multiplied, he gives, and yet he 
gathers up for himself more 
than he gave. 

Many psychiatrists today 
know that all they have to do 
to help certain distressed minds 
is to listen to their stories. 
Convince the anxious heart 
that you know the secret of his 
anxiety and he is already half 
cured. 

Even if we can convince the 
enemy that we have no bitter- 
ness in our heart against him, 
his arm will fall helpless at his 
side. All mental abnormalities 
have their roots in selfishness; 
all happiness has its roots in 
kindness. 

But to be really kind, one must 
see in everyone an immortal 
soul to be loved for God's sake. 
Then everyone is precious.
